SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , J a n . 17.—In the Senate 
Friday S enator M itchell (Ore.) in tro ­ 
duced a bill providing a tem porary gov­ 
ern m en t for A laska. T he Senate passed 
the bill providing $1,873,000 for th e early 
com pletion of th e w ork for tho im prove­ 
m ent of the m outh of the Colum bia river, 
Oregon, and $15,000 for the early com ­ 
pletion of th e canals and locks of th e 
cascades of the C olum bia river, Oregon. 
A t a o’clock the V ice-President laid 
before th e Senate as th e “ unfinished 
business” the elections bill and S ena­ 
to r Pasco (Fla.) took the Hour to m ake 
an arg u m en t ag ain st it. 
He gave no­ 
tice of an am endm ent w hich he would 
offer to punish bribery by th e paym ent 
of m oney or by tile prom ise of procur­ 
ing em ploym ent for voters and to pun­ 
ish the use of pay envelopes intended to 
influence w orking-m en. 
He yielded to S enator H oar (M ass.) 
w ho also gave notice of am endm ents 
w hich lie proposed to offer to the bill, 
th e effect of them being to give to the 
judge only the pow er to determ ine 
w h eth er 
Federal 
supervision of an 
election is necessary and to give to th e 
accounting officers of the T reasu ry the 
pow er to audit the accounts of super­ 
visors as in o ther cases. 
S enator Pasco again a t 6:10 yielded to 
S enator W olcott (Col.), w ho m oved an 
adjournm ent. 
S enator F rye (Me.) de­ 
m anded the yeas and nays, and th e re­ 
su lt of the vote w as: Yeas, ‘27; nays, 32, 
S enators S tew art (Nev.) and W olcott 
being the only R epublicans voting yea. 
S enator W ashburn (M inn.), w ho voted 
W ednesday n ig h t ag ainst ta k in g up th e 
elections bill, rejoined his p arty col­ 
leagues and voted no, as did S enator 
P lum b (K an.), w ho w as ab sen t w hen 
th e vote w as tak en W ednesday night. 
S enator Pasco concluded his speech, 
and w as follow ed by S enators H am pton 
(S. C.) and R eagan (Tex.) in opposition 
to th e bill. 
A t th e conclusion of Sen­ 
a to r R eagan’s speech a m otion to ta b le 
S enator B u tler’s (S. C.) am endm ent 
th a t th e supervisors, canvassers and all 
election officers shall be regarded as 
m inisterial and not as judicial officers 
Whs 
agreed to—yeas, 30; 
nays, 20. 
T h e am endm ent offered by S enator 
F au lk n er (W. Va.) on the 17th of Decem­ 
ber w as stated by V ice-President M orton 
to be the n ex t question in order. I t pro­ 
poses a su b stitu te for section 14 and to 
provide for the appointm ent by 
th e 
court of a board of th ree persons in a 
Congressional district, to be know n as 
th e U nited S tates B oard of Canvassers. 
S enator 
F au lk n er 
advocated 
his 
am endm ent 
and 
condemned; 
th e 
action 
of 
R epublican 
S enators 
in stifling discussion by m oving to lay 
am endm ents on th e table. 
S enator 
F au lk n er spoke u n til 1:20 a. rn 
The galleries, w hich ea rlie r in th e 
n ig h t w ere overcrow ded, w ere now 
n early em pty and th ere w as a g eneral 
a ir of w eariness ab o u t all present, b u t 
th e prospect is th a t th e session w ill 
continue th rough th e w atches of th e 
n ig h t and perhaps all day to-day. 
S enator Paseo a sh o rt tim e before di­ 
rected th e atten tio n of th e ch air to th e 
absence of a quorum , and as th e call 
w as being rn aile S enators trooped in to 
th e cham ber and proved th a t th ere 
w ere a few m ore presen t th a n needed 
to constitute a quorum .

T he w eapons w ere received in 
th e nam e of G eneral M iles and tu rn ed 
over to A gent P ierce and tagged w ith 
th e ow ners’ and chief’s nam es.

Yours ot the 7th inst. asking for a report cf 
the battle at Wounded Knee is received. I was 
not an eye-witness of the fight and my informa­ 
tion has been obtained chiefly from Indian pris­ 
oners who were engaged in it, half-breeds who 
were present and from parties who visited the 
battle-field several days after the encounter. 
“The testimony of the survivors of Big Foot’s 
band is unanimous on one important point— 
namely, that the Indians did not deliberately 
plan a resistance. The party was not a war 
party, according to their statem ents (which I 
believe to be true), but a party intending to 
visit the agency at the invitation of Red Cloud. 
The Indians say that many of the men were 
unarmed. When they met the troops they an­ 
ticipated no trouble. There was consequently 
friendly intercourse between the soldiers and 
the Indians, women even shaking hands with 
the officers and men. 
“The demand for their arms was a surprise to 
the redskins, but the great majority of them 
chose to submit quietly. The tepees had al­ 
ready been searched and a large number of 
guns, knives and hatchets confiscated, when the 
searching of the persons of the men was begun. 
The women say that they, too, were searched 
and 
their 
knives 
(which 
they 
always 
Cory for domestic 
purposes) 
taken 
from 
them. 
A number of the men had surrendered 
their rifles and cartridge-belts^rhen one young 
man, who is described by tho Indians as a 
good for nothing young fellow, fired a single 
shot. This called forth a volley from the troops 
and th e firing and confusion became generaL 
I do not credit the statem ent which has been 
made by some that the women carried arms and 
participated actively in the fight. The weight of 
testimony is overwhelmingly against this sup 
position. 
There may have been one or two 
isolated cases of this kind, but there. is no 
doubt that the great majority of the women 
and children, as well as many unarmed men 
and youths, had no thought of any thing but 
flight. They were pursued up the ravines and 
shot down indiscriminately by the soldiers. 
“It is reported that one of the officers called 
out: ‘Don’t shoot the squaws,’ but the men 
were doubtless too much excited to obey. The 
killing of the women and children w as in part 
unavoidable, owing to the contusion, but I 
think there is no doubt that it was in many 
eases deliberate and intentional. The Seventh 
Cavalry (Custer’s old command) had an old 
grudge to repay. 
"The party of scouts who buried the dead re­ 
port eighty-four bodies of men and boys, forty- 
four of women and eighteen of children. Some 
were carried off by the hostiles. 
A number of 
prisoners, mostly women, have since died of 
their wounds and more will soon follow. The

CURRENT EVENTS. 


TH E S U P REM E COURT. 
It will be necessary to electa justice of 
the supreme court of the state next 
April to fill the vacancy which will be 
made next December by the expiration 
of Chief Justice Oole’6 term. 
The thought of the bar of the state 
and of many others outssde the bar, is 
being turned to the question cf a sue* 
oessor to Judge Uoie. There is already 
a sentiment rapidly growing that young­ 
er men should find their way 
on the 
bench. One clear-headed writer on the 
question says, "The supreme eourt of 
Wisconein was at its strongest, in the 
general esteem of lawyers throughout the 
country, when it was composed of 
Chief 
Justice 
Dixon 
and Justices 
Cole and Byron Fame 59 associates. The 
latter entered upon his service at about 
30 years old, and at the time cf his 
death in 1870 was only 43, while the 
chief justice was under fifty, and Judge 
Cole still a few years short of sixty at 
the time. If the”e could be an infusion 
of young blood into the oourt as a result 
of the coming judicial election, the oourt 
would most probably be the better for it, 
other things being equal; for the reason 
that youth is, on the whole, more vigor­ 
ous, and more in accord with the present 
world, than is old age.’' 
There is a good deal cf wisdom and 
seose in the saying that a judge ahc-uld 
grow into the work and not out of it; and 
in the line of suggesting the sort of a 
man who should succeed Chief Justice 
Cole, J auge Winslow, of Racine, is taken 
as an example. A writer in the Yen- 
owine’s News, a lawyer and republican, 
makes this suggestion: 
Judge Winslow, of Rsoine, ii one of 
the clearest hi acted young men in the 
eta‘e, and his own circuit is practically 
unanimous in asking that be be trans­ 
ferred to the supreme bench. If it is 
not too late at this time, the movement 
ebonld 
bo 
extended 
beyond 
the 
southeastern portion of Wisconsin, for he 
has qualifications which ara more nec­ 
essary at this juncture than they have 
ever been before in one candidate for the 
position in question. He has had expe­ 
rience as a judge sufficient to assure the 
further solid and thorough qualities of 
his jadioiai worx, he is learned, he is a 
democrat, and above ell, just now, be is 
only about 40 years cf age. Those of us 
who were born in the first half of this 
century are, of coarse, not to blame for 
it, but all the same the supreme oourt of 
the state ought to have at least one rep­ 
resentative of the generation which has 
beer making its appearance on earth 
since Chief Justice Cole was first elected 
to congress. 
I bis extract is not reproduced for the 
purpose of directing the attention of the 
bar or anyone else, to Judge Winslow, 
but it is used as a fitting illustration of 
the 
vigorous manhood, coupled with 
learning and high judicial ability, need­ 
ful on the bench of 
the supreme 
oourt when 
those 
now 
honoring 
their offices shall vacate 
either by 
by 
death 
or resignation, 
It 
is 
better to place one on the benoh who 
bas an expectancy 
of usefulness of 
twenty-five or thirty years, than one 
whose usefulness and vigor will close in 
ten cr fifteen years. 
This is a statement which hardly any 
one will say is not in keeping with good 
sense.

E ngland's A bom inable Anglian. 
The common people in 
England 
speak all sorts of dialectic abomina* 
tions, but with the exception of perhaps 
one man in 10,000 they do not speak 
anything that bears any respectable re­ 
lation to written English. The English 
drawling burr is quite as unintelligible 
and not half so musical as that brogue 
of the Irish which the English are so 
fond of ridiculing. 
It is, on the whole, 
nearly as easy for an American to under 
stand a French porter as an English 
one, and if the Frenchman pretends to 
speak English lie speaks it a hundred 
times better than the Londoner does. 
When it comes to proper names, names 
of streets, or anything which cannot be 
guessed from the context, the average 
Londoner is as utterly unintelligible to 
the ear untrained to the monstrosities 
of his pronunciation as if lie spoke 
Choctaw. 
I tis a thousand pities that 
the English cannot be taught to speak 
the American language, which is a 
hundredfold more clear, more classic, 
more elegant and more consistent than 
the tongue spoken in England.—Chi­ 
cago Tribune.

It is B&id the guests praised 
all the dishes, pronouncing them abso­ 
lutely perfect, and not the least odor 
was detected because of the fael used. 
The A laddin has been put to the se­ 
verest test possible. 
Meals have been 
cooked on them when placed rn parlors, 
sitting rooms and dining rooms, as well 
as in the kitchen, when kerosene was the 
fuel, and in not a single instance has 
anyone dissevered tbe slightest odor 
from the oil.

CAN SHIP ICE TO CHICAGO. 


Jan esville D ealers A nticipate B eing Asked 
to Cool M etropolitan Brow s. 
The ice harvesters are now putting up 
some of the best ioe ever harvested in 
this city. 
The local dealers will have a 
plentiful supply for the local trade, and 
will be ready to supply the demand from 
the less fortunate localities to the south 
and east of Janesville. 
“We are ready to supply large quanti­ 
ties of ioe for the Chicago market,” said 
J. H. Gateley, "but we don’t think that 
they will want it. They will hold until 
some time in February, and then if 
the irregular ice fields fail to fam ish a 
suflloient supply of good ice, they will 
come here aud toother places. We can 
furnish all the ice the railroads can ship* 
and perhaps there will be lively times up 
this way during the next month in tbe 
ioe trade. It requires considerable ice 
to supply the Chicago trade. 
You see 
we can load it right on tho oars from our 
runways, aDd it oan be so arranged that 
we can load a car in a very few minutes.”
